packages from the State Board of Equalization has resurfaced in the Los Ange-

Dozens of similar scams have been reported in various areas of California 
since 1989. In most of the reported cases, a man posing as a Federal E.xpress 
delivery person shows up at minority-owned small businesses asking for cash 
(either $15 or $18.50) for a package reportedly from the State Board of E- 
qualization. The package, a hand-addressed oversized envelope, usually con¬ 
tains photocopies of blank federal forms. 

In the most recent incident, which occurred at a business on Ord St. in Los 
Angeles, the delivered package was reportedly from the Board’s License Tax 
Division and showed an old Alhambra Blvd. address in Sacramento that is no
